LONDON (AP)—

Nixon arrived in London today 
on the second leg of his five -na- 
tion European tour, declaring he 
was here "on a working visit, 
not a ceremonial occasion."

In another matter submitted to 
the commisssion by John Shar- 
rah, engineer of Lazy Oaks, 
no improvement to the county 
road was required of the sub­ 
dividers.

It involves five and 
10 acre parcels which, in the 
opinion of the commission and 
its technical advisory commit­ 
tee, would not increase traffic 
on the road.

More Than 50 Viet 
Towns And Post Hit

SAIGON (AP)— 
Viet 
Cong 
and North Vietnamese troops 
raked more than 50 towns and 
military posts with rockets, 
m ortars and light ground at­ 
tacks today in the second day of 
countrywide attacks. American 
officers said the enemy had 
started a spring offensive in­ 
tended to generate pressure 
from the American public for 
concessions at the P aris peace 
talks. 
President Nugyen Van Thieu 
said 
the 
offensive 
had been 
“ completely foiled" with heavy 
losses to the enemy. The U. S. 
Command announced that more 
than 1,000 Viet Cong and North 
Vietnamese 
had been killed 
since the attacks began Satur­ 
day night. 
Allied casualties include about 
100 American soldiers and an 
equal number of South Vietna­ 
mese troops killed, at least 
146 
American 
soldiers 
and 
more than 100 South Vietna­ 
mese troops wounded, and at 
least 66 civilians killed and an­ 
other 250 wounded. 
Military spokesmen said ene­ 
my gunners had shelled Saigon 
and Da Nang, South Vietnam’s 
two largest cities, 20 provincial 
capitals, and 29 district capi­ 
tals. Some towns were hit sev­ 
eral tim es. 
Vice 
President Nguyen Cao 
Ky, taking a plane to return 
to the Paris p e a c e talks, said he 
would recommend a resumption 
of the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam if shelling of South Viet­ 
nam’s cities continued. He said 


his South Vietnamese Air Force 
could do the job alone if nec­ 
essary — “ they are ready." 
Allied 
spokesmen said the 
second round of attacks today 
was considerably less than the 
opening onslaught and caused 
only light casualties and dam­ 
age. But it was felt the enemy 
might try to keep up the effort 
for as much as 10 days. 


At the outset, more than 150 
towns, bases and outposts came 
under attack Saturday night and 
Sunday. It was the heaviest en­ 
emy blow since last May. 
U. S. headquarters 
also an­ 
nounced that enemy gunners 
shot down and destroyed two big 
U. S. Marine CH47 helicopters 
supporting Marine infantrymen 
sweeping 
near 
the Laotian 
frontier Sunday in an operation 
to cut enemy supply lines. There 
were no casualties, but the two 
losses 
raised 
to 2,362 
the 
number of American helicop­ 
te rs lost in the war. 


The bulk of the fighting occur­ 
red north and northwest of Sai­ 
gon, around the big American 
bases at Long Blnh, Bien loa 
and Dau Tleng. 
Long Binh and Bien Hoa are 
only 15 miles northeast of Sai­ 
gon, and elements of the North 
Vietnamese 5th Division are re ­ 
ported trying to push past them. 
Sources said allied defenses 
have 
been 
bolstered around 
Long Binh and Bien Hoa, and 
to the south of Tay Ninh City, 
near the Cambodian border, to 
meet a threat by the North 
Vietnamese 9th Division.

How Much Student Participation 
In Formulating College Rules? 


By DOROTHY RICKER 


In recent times the question of 
student participation in the ma- 
nagement and direction of the 
colleges they attend has come up 
again and again. 
On some 


campuses the question has come 
up like an erupting volcano, des- 
troying mucn and accomplishing 
little. The fall-out from these 
rebellions has created chaotic 
circumstances which, in some 
instances, blasted school ad- 
ministrators out of their jobs, 
not because they were not com- 
petent administrators but be- 
cause they simply did not know 
how to deal with the rebel- 
lious rioters among their stu- 
dents. The shock waves from 
these campus eruptions have 
shaken up a lot of people and 
left them wondering about the 
value of college training and 
environment if it harbors so 
many radical characters. 
Such uncertainties should not 
exist in any program as im- 
portant as a sound, successful 
college education. Too many fa- 
milies have to make heavy sa- 
crifices to provide a college 
education for the effort to be wa- 
tered down or destroyed by 
riotous conditions on a campus. 
Furthermore, every school of 
higher leaning is assisted finan- 
cially by somebody to pay the 
costs of running the school 
which are not Included in stu- 
dents' fees. Usually students 
pay only about one-half of the 
actual cost of their education. 
State funds or endowments or 
philanthropy are required to 
keep all colleges and univer- 
sities 
operating. So, when 


rights and privileges for stu- 
dents become a subject for de- 
bate (or uproar) there are se- 
veral sides to the story which 
must be heard besides the stu- 
dents' side. 
For example, there are fami- 
lies with a heavy interest in a 
college's operation, there are 
those who supply the huge 
amounts over and above stu- 
dents' tuition to keep the school 


open. 
And last but not least 


there are the established poli- 
cies of the school administra- 
tion which represent long years 
of accumulated trial-and-error 
experience. 
When part of a 


student body attempts to take 
over and dictate the operating 
methods of a school and wants 
a managerial interest in its 
administration, they are wrong 
and should be firmly curbed. 
In the first place, they cannot 
possibly have adequate manag- 
erial knowledge and experience 
to compare with those officials 
who have been doing it for years. 
In the second place, the parents, 
the philanthropists or 
other 


sources which supply the essen- 
tial funds to keep the schools 
going would have little faith in 
the wise use of their money if 
management was under the di- 
rect influence of rebellious stu- 
dents who would toss out ad- 
ministrative 
methods 
which 


have functioned well for a long 
time. 
The news headlines might lead 
one to believe that most all 
schools are in the shaken, con- 
fused condition as those where 
spectacular 
demonstrations 


have made the headlines. Not 
all schools are that un- 
certain 
about coping with 


the problem. 
Perhaps many 


colleges have taken a similar 
stand but one school I know of 
in particular has made sure 
that the kind of education they 
agreed to deliver will be de- 
livered as promised. 
Hills- 


dale College in Michigan, a 
small coed college, made it 
crystal clear in a bulletin to 
students that they will condone 
no mass demonstrations what- 
ever. If one or six or the en- 
tire student body should attempt 
to change the school's operating 
methods by force or intimida- 
tion, out they go, back home 
where they can start looking 
for some other school. The 
bulletin leaves no loopholes, 
makes no exceptions as de- 
scribed in this portion of the 


message; "—any'Unauthorized 
activity which prevents the nor- 
mal operation of the collage 
in any way by any individual 
or groups of Individuals will 
be considered in direct op- 
position to the necessary opera- 
tion of the college, and action- 
will be taken immediately, in- 
cluding the possibility and prob- 
ability of suspension or ex- 
pulsion, regardless of the num- 
ber Involved ..." 


But that is only one side of the 
coin. On the other, the school 
points out emphatically that they 
expect and encourage any group 
of intelligent, imaginative col- 
lege students to develop new 
ideas and to express their 
wishes for change. But these 
Ideas and changes should be 
presented in the proper way 
where, the school authorities 
assure mem, they shall recieve 
adequate 
attention and co- 


operative help. 
The Student 


Federation is the usual vehicle 
for hearing and discussing a 
student's ideas.

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It's A Sound Idea 


Southern California Assembly man Frank Lanterman has 
Introduced a bill to outlaw organizations which train dissU 
dents to use weapons to disrupt school activities. As far as 
has been reported, there has been no such use of weapons, 
but the assemblyman avers that there is training to that end, 
nevertheless. 
"It has come to our attention that organized groups are now 
utilizing public rifle ranges regularly in marksmanship train- 
ing, 
which has very serious implications," he declared. He 


pointed out that it Is illegal under the penal code for members 
of paramilitary organizations to assemble for the purpose of 
practicing with weapons, and said that training to disrupt cam- 
pus activities with weapons is just the same. 
Whether there Is actual marksmanship training for the ex- 
press purpose of disrupting campuses seems a bit open to 
question at this juncture, but the Idea behind the assemblyman's 
bill seems sound. If the present law can not be interpreted to 
include any such prospective troublemakers, then it should 
be extended. In fact, it ought to be extended farther. It doesn't 
make sense to permit anyone to train to disrupt the orderly 
proceedings of our everyday life by any means whatsoever- 
by guns, bombs, bricks, clubs or fists, or just by shouting. 
This Is not to advocate curtailment of the right of protest, 
or even of boycott. It Is not Intended to seek curtailment of the 
right of peaceful picketing or of protest marches to call attention 
to serious grievances. But we don't have to permit violence, 
nor do we have to permit preparation for it. 


A Test Is Coming 


There was a considerable hassle, though mostly behind the 


scenes, over changing the name of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities to the Committee on Internal Security. 
The action has been variously interpreted, depending mainly 
on how the interpreter feels about HUAC's past record. 
Some of those who opposed the change argued that about the 
only effect of the renaming would be to provide the Committee 
on Un-American Activities with an aura of respectability, some- 
thing which It has found in short supply of late. The HUAC 
chairman, Rep. Richard Ichord, maintained that the measure 
changing the name was chiefly meant to clarify the committee's 
"extremely vague and ambiguous" mandate. 
Those critical of the move may be right. Or Ichord may be 
right; certainly his description of the previous mandate is 
accurate. The test will come and the truth of the matter will 
emerge as the newly named committee gets down to Its job. 


Diet Lags Behind Knowledge 


Every now and again the news brings a further hint of how 


popular diet lags behind nutritional knowledge. The fact is that 
a great many Americans, though they live in comparative 
affluence, do not have a nutritionally balanced diet. 


A case In point was noted recently by Dr. Hilda S. White, 


an associate professor of home economics at Northwestern 
University, at a Chicago symposium on nutrition and food 
technology. Many women, girls and Infants have too little iron 
in their diet, she said. Not only that, but the iron intake of women 
and girls has gone down. It now stands at less than 10 milligrams, 
whereas about 15 years ago it was above that figure. 


A government report says the "Iron deficiency is almost 


certainly the most prevalent nutritional disorder among children 
in the United States." This though the importance of iron has 
been greatly stressed. A great many of us, It seems, simply 
do not eat enough of the things we know we should eat for good 
health.

A Ithough Mr. Nixon has reject- 
ed what he called instant sum- 
mitry, he is in effect involving 
himself in summitry in his 
forthcoming trip. Because he 
will be meeting for the first 
time, as primus inter pares, 
with the leaders of the western 
alliance, and one must suppose 
that decisions will be made, 
even If it Is only rhetoric which 
Is given out to the press and 
public.

Freedom, you could count on 
it, It would cost us twenty five 
billion dollars and six di- 
visions.) 
And of course the 


first decision is how to handle 
the Berlin crisis. 


It is widely assumed that Pre- 
mier Khrushchev took the mea- 
sure of President Kennedy at 
their meeting in Vienna in the 
spring of 1961, decided that 
Kennedy was, at least at that 
stage, an ambigulst, and there- 
upon decided to proceed with 
the Berlin Wall. By the same 
token, Khrushchev is said to 
have become convinced that 
President Eisenhower intended 
to defend Berlin by war if neces - 
sary, and that for that reason, 
as also because it happened that 
our missile superiority was 
overwhelming during the per- 
iod, Khrushchev abandoned his 
announced Intention of, in effect, 
incorporating West Berlin into 
East Germany. But having gi- 
ven up on that point, he needed 
to staunch the psychologically 
embarrassing and profession- 
ally crippling flow of refugees 
Into West Berlin. 
Hence the Wall, which is the 
eternal symbol of communism 
triumphant—and the 
perfect 


backdrop for the libertarian 
rhetoric of Western leaders. 
John Kennedy drove them mad 
with joy with his declination, 
rendered in German, "I am a 
Berliner." It is good generic 
fare. Obviously picking up the 
echoes of it, Prime Minister 
Wilson said last week in Ger- 
many, "We are all Europeans- 
free Europeans." 
What will 


Nixon say? 


Such rhetoric does not, of 
course, necessarily mean any- 
thing. President Kennedy left 
Cubans In Miami with the im- 
pression that he was going di- 
rect from their rally to Miami 
Beach to swim over to Cuba with 
a dagger clenched between his 
teeth and personally attend to 
the liberation of Cuba. Instead, 
he went back to the White House 
and forgot about Cuba, appar- 
ently forever.

Nixon arrives In London today 
just after standing British dip- 
lomacy on Us ear with the ap- 
pointment of Walter H. Annen- 
berg of Philadelphia, king of ra- 
cing news, to the coveted post 
of ambassador to the Court of 
St. James. 
Annenberg, who owns a large 
publishing, radio and TV cong- 
lomerate, including the Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, has been a loy- 
al and generous supporter of 
Richard Nixon. The British un- 
derstand this phase of Ameri- 
can politics. 
What has flabbergasted them, 
however, is Annenberg's back- 
ground. Not only is he divor- 
ced, and the Court of St. James 
frowns at divorce, but the An- 
nenberg fortune was built up by 
Chicago gang warfare, and Wal- 
ter's father, Moses Annen- 
berg, was sentenced to four 
years for evading $3,259,000 in 
Income taxes. 
At that time, 1939, federal of- 
ficials said that the elder An- 
nenberg's personal income was 
the largest in the United States. 
He was reported to have paid, 
according to J. David Stern, for- 
mer publisher of the Philadel- 
phia Record, $1 million a year 
to Al Capone, czar of the Chi- 
cago underworld, to protect his 
racing wire which distributed 
race news to gambling houses 
and bookies throughout the na- 
tion. 
The new ambassador to the 
Court of St. James was also in- 
dicted in 1939 for "aiding and 
abetting" his father, but the in- 
dictment was quashed In 1942. 


The gang warfare which found- 
ed the Annenberg fortune and 
accumulated the wherewithal to 
purchase the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, started with a circula- 
tion battle between the Chicago 
Tribune and the Hearst news- 
papers, both extremely anti- 
British. Moe Annenberg was 
circulation manager for Hearst. 
Five or six men were killed in 


that circulation battle and gang 
warfare in Chicago has con- 
tinued ever since. 


NIXON VENGEANCE 
The sins of the father should 
not be visited upon the son. 
Nevertheless, diplomacy being 
what It is, Great Britain, and 
especially court society where 
Walter Annenberg will serve, 
have been gobbling up details of 
the new ambassador's back- 
ground. They wonder whether 
President Nixon is retaliating 
against Prime Minister Wilson 
for 
the 
appointment of John 


Freeman, a bitter Nixon critic, 
as the new British ambassador 
to Washington. 


As former editor of the New 
Statesman, Freeman repeated- 
ly attacked Nixon as a "man 
of no principle" who "dirtied 
his hands in Joe McCarthy's 
cesspool" and whose defeat for 
the California governorship in 
1962 was "a victory for de- 
cency in public life." 
Far more Important, however, 
is publisher Annenberg's cru- 
sade against Gen. de Gaulle 
which has raised British eye- 
brows and caused British 
chuckles. 
President 
Nixon's 


main reason for coming to Eu- 
rope one month after assum- 
ing office is to patch up rela- 
tions with De Gaulle. Yet his 
new ambassador to Great Bri- 
tain has not only been highly 
ctitical of De Gaulle in his 
Philadelphia newspapers, but 
purchased advertising space in 
Canadian, London and Brussels 
newspapers to reprint these 
critical editorials. 
As for Ambassador Annen- 
berg's own record, he is still 
the publisher of the Daily Rac- 
ing Form and the Morning Tele- 
graph, without which millions 
of American racing fans could 
hardly exist. He also owns the 
Philadelphia Daily News, TV 
Guide and a long list of TV and 
radio stations in Philadelphia, 
Altoona and Lancaster, all in 
Pennsylvania; Binghamton, N. 
Y.; Hartford, Conn.; and Fres- 
no, Calif. 
Ambassador 
Annenberg has 


given generously to charity, 
founded the Moses Annenberg 
School of Communications at the 
University of Pennsylvania in 
honor of his father, and con- 
tributed with his brothers and 
sisters a total of $1 million to-

ward a new Mt. Sinai School of 
Medicine in New York as a tri- 
bute to their mother. 


HELPED DEFEAT JOE CLARK 


Publisher Annenberg has not 
hesitated to mix politics with 
news, and he, probably more 
than anyone else, was respon- 
sible for the recent defeat of 
Sen. Joe Clark, Pennsylvania 
Democrat, who for years was 
Annenberg's pet hate. The Phil- 
adelphia Inquirer staff was in- 
structed to play up Clark's chief 
Democratic rival, the late Jus- 
tice Musmanno of the state su- 
preme court, and when Mus- 
manno died just as Clark was 
running for reelection last year, 
publisher Annenberg called his 
editor to instruct him, in writ- 
ing the obituary, to be sure to 
attribute part of the responsi- 
bility for Musrnanno's death to 
Sen. Clark. 


It was Italian resentment, par- 
tly resulting from the Inquir- 
er's 
attacks, which defeated 


Clark last November. 


The Inquirer and its publish- 
er also waged a vendetta against 
Milton Shapp, a liberal, non- 
machine Democrat who ran for 
governor of Pennsylvania two 
years ago. The Inquirer's pol- 
itical 
correspondent hounded 


Shapp at press conferences with 
such questions as, "Shapp, 
isn't it true you were in amen- 
ta! hospital r' Shapp, a Jewish 
liberal, was also accused by 
the Inquirer of getting the sup- 
port of the Western Pennsylvan- 
ia leader of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The Inquirer also referred fre- 
quently to the fact that Shapp's 
original name was "Shapiro," 
he having changed his name in 
the 1930s when many engineer- 
ing firms shied away from hir- 
ing Jewish engineers. Shapp 
won the Democratic primary 
but with the continuing vitriol 
poured out by the Inquirer, lost 
the final election. 


What the public didn't know 
was that Shapp was then head 
of Jerrold Electronics, a pow- 
er in the CATV — cable tele- 
vision — world, and that An- 
nenberg's conventional TV sta- 
tions have been fighting CATV. 


Such is part of the back- 
ground of Nixon's new envoy to 
the most prestigious diplomatic 
post in the world — the Court 
of St. James.

This is not to advocate curtailment of the right of protest, 
or even of boycott. It is not Intended to seek curtailment of the 
right of peaceful picketing or of protest marches to call attention 
to serious grievances. But we don't have to permit violence, 
nor do we have to permit preparation for It.

A Test Is Coming 


There was a considerable hassle, though mostly behind the 
scenes, over changing tha name of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities to the Committee on Internal Security. 
The action has bean variously Interpreted, depending mainly 
on how the interpreter feels about HU AC’s past record. 
Some of those who opposed the change argued that about the 
only effect of the renaming would be to provide the Committee 
on Un-American Activities with an aura of respectability, some­ 
thing which it has found In short supply of late. The HUAC 
chairman, Rep. Richard Ichord, maintained that the measure 
changing the name was chiefly meant to clarify the committee’s 
"extremely vague and ambiguous" mandate. 
Those critical of the move may be right. Or Ichord may be 
right; certainly his description of the previous mandate is 
accurate. The test will come and the truth of the matter will 
emerge as the newly named committee gets down to Its Job. 


Diet Logs Behind Knowledge 


Every now and again the news brings a further hint of how 
popular diet lags behind nutritional knowledge. The fact is that 
a great many Americans, though they live in comparative 
affluence, do not have a nutritionally balanced diet. 
A case In point was noted recently by Dr. Hilda S. White, 
an associate professor of home economics at Northwestern 
University, at a Chicago symposium on nutrition and food 
technology. Many women, girls and infants have too little iron 
in their diet, she said. Not only that, but the iron Intake of women 
and girls has gone down. It now stands at less than 10 milligrams, 
whereas about 15 years ago it was above that figure. 
A government report says the "iron deficiency is almost 
certainly the most prevalent nutritional disorder amoi^ children 
in the United States/* This though the Importance of iron has 
been greatly stressed. A great many of us, it seems, simply 
do not eat enough of the things we know we should eat for good 
health.

But having gi­ 
ven up on that point, he needed 
to staunch the psychologically 
embarrassing and profession­ 
ally crippling flow of refugees 
Into West Berlin. 
Hence the Wall, which is t)ie 
eternal symbol of communism 
triumphant—and the 
perfect 
backdrop for the libertarian 
rhetoric of Western leaders. 
John Kennedy drove diem mad 
with joy with ids declamation, 
rendered in German, “ I am a 
Berliner." 
It is good generic 
fare. Obviously picking up die 
echoes of it, Prime Minister 
Wilson said last week in Ger­ 
many, "We are all Europeans— 
free Europeans.** 
What will 
Nixon say? 
Such rhetoric does not, of 
course, necessarily mean any­ 
thing. 
President Kennedy left 
Cubans In Miami with the im­ 
pression that he was going di­ 
rect from their rally to Miami 
Beach to swim over to Cuba with 
a dagger clenched between his 
teeth and personally attend to 
the liberation of Cuba. Instead, 
he went back to die White House 
and forgot about Cuba, appar­ 
ently forever. 
Nixon will almost certainly say 
something very pretty in West 


Berlin, but what matters is wnat 
he and other West European 
leaders do In the next ten days, 
because 
the 
danger 
point 
Is March 5, when the West G er­ 
man delegates are supposed to 
meet In West Berlin to choose 
a president. 
East Germany, 
which Is to say die Soviet Union, 
has declared that they may not 
convene 
In 
Berlin, on 
the 
grounds that lt Is not truly a 
part of West Germany, and 
although the nature of the re ­ 
taliation has not been specified, 
we know already that the Com­ 
munists have been practising 
the art of jamming 
airplane 
communications systems and 
may have attained the skill of 
making instrument flying Im­ 
possible. 


Then too there are overtones 
of something worse, perhaps 
even an attempt physically to 
prevent the West German dig­ 
nitaries form flying over to 
Berlin. The threat is most di­ 
rectly posed against the 22 
delegates of die National Demo­ 
cratic Party, led by Adolf von 
Thadden, an ex-Nazi. Interest­ 
ing, that the threat should come 
from people who have not yet at­ 
tained the status of ex-Com­ 
munists. 
As usual, what is being fought 
over is of purely symbolic value 
—the delegates could as well 
meet In Heidelberg to select 
their next president. 
But like 
the business about the shape of 
the negotiating table in Paris, 
the question is deeply signifi­ 
cant, raising once again the e- 
ternal Issue: who controls West 
Berlin? 
If not die West Ger­ 
mans, then certainly the East 
Germans: 
and to yield now 
would be psychologically dis­ 
astrous and would almost surely 
augur fresh Communist aggres­ 
siveness based on the strategic 
reckoning that President Nixon 
is too frightened of Her block 
to lay lt on die line. 


But watch how 
Nixon 
will 
handle lt. 
This is an act of 
faith, 
but I judge that he will 
come forward, aided by Henry 
Kissinger and a few others, 
with a well-orchestrated re ­ 
sponse to Russian threats which 
will not resolve into the crash­ 
ing stridency of: 
take it or 
take 
a world 
war. I do not 
mean 
to suggest that 
that 
oughtn't to be die 
ultimate 
meaning of Mr. Nixon’s tone 
poem, merely that I judge him 
to be competent enough to know 
what are die intermediary pres­ 
sures this side of war, well 
this side of war, which the So­ 
viet Union would find intoler­ 
able: and that it is these he 
will work out and deliver to 
the Soviet Union in the days a- 
head.

Annenberg, who <*»n» a large 
publishing, radio and TV cong­ 
lomerate, including the Phila­ 
delphia Inquirer, has been a loy­ 
al and generous supporter of 
Richard Nixon. The British un­ 
derstand this phase of Ameri­ 
can politics. 
What has flabbergasted them, 
however, la Annenberg's back­ 
ground. Not only Is k§ divor­ 
ced, and the Court of St. James 
■frowns at divorce, but the An- 
nenberg fortune was built up by 
Chicago gang warfare, and Wal­ 
ter's 
father, 
Moses Annen­ 
berg, was sentenced to four 
years for evading $3,259,000 In 
Income taxes. 
At that time, 1939, federal of­ 
ficials said that the elder An­ 
nenberg's personal Income was 
the largest In the United States. 
He was reported to have paid, 
according to J. David Stern, for­ 
mer publisher of the Philadel­ 
phia Record, $1 million a year 
to Al Capone, czar of the Chi­ 
cago underworld, to protect his 
racing wire which distributed 
race news to gambling houses 
and bookies throughout the na­ 
tion. 
The new ambassador to the 
Court of St. James was also In­ 
dicted In 1939 for "aiding and 
abetting" his father, but the In­ 
dictment was quashed in 1942. 
The gang warfare which found­ 
ed the Annenberg fortune and 
accumulated the wherewithal to 
purchase the Philadelphia In­ 
quirer, started with a circula­ 
tion battle between the Chicago 
Tribune and the Hearst news­ 
papers, both extremely anti- 
British. Moe 
Annenberg was 
circulation manager for Hearst. 
Five or six men were killed in 


that circulation twttl* and gang 
warfare in Chicago haa con­ 
tinuad avar alnco.

President Nixon's 
main reason for coming to Eu­ 
rope one month after assum­ 
ing office is to patch up rela­ 
tions with De Gaulle. Yet his 
new ambassador to Great Bri­ 
tain has not only been highly 
ctttlcal of De Gaulle in his 
Philadelphia newspapers, but 
purchased advertising space In 
Canadian, London and Brussels 
newspapers to reprint these 
critical editorials. 
As for Ambassador Annen­ 
berg’s own record, he is still 
the publisher of the Dally Rac­ 
ing Form and the Morning Tele­ 
graph, without which millions 
of American racing fans could 
hardly exist. He also owns the 
Philadelphia Dally News, TV 
Guide and a long list of TV and 
radio stations in Philadelphia, 
Altoona and Lancaster, all in 
Pennsylvania; Binghamton, N. 
Y.; Hartford, Conn.; and F res­ 
no, Calif. 
Ambassador Annenberg has 
given generously to charity, 
founded the Moses Annenberg 
School of Communications at the 
University of Pennsylvania In 
honor of his father, and con­ 
tributed with hts brothers and 
sisters a total of $7 million to- 


HELPED DEFEAT JOE CLARK 
Publisher Ann*nt«*rg haa 
hesitated to mix politics with 
news, and he, probably more 
than an von* #1**, was respon­ 
sible for the recent defeat of 
flMU Joe Clark, Pennsylvania 
Democrat, who for year» was 
Annenberg'» pet hste.The Phil­ 
adelphia Inquirer staff waa In­ 
structed to p lay up Clark’s chief 
Democratic rival, the late Jus­ 
tice Musmanno of the state su­ 
preme court, and when Mus­ 
manno died just as Clark was 
running for reelect Ion last year, 
publisher Annenberg called his 
editor to Instruct him, In writ­ 
ing the obituary, to be sure to 
attribute part of the responsi­ 
bility for Musmanno's death to 
Sen. Clark. 
It was Italian resentment, par­ 
tly resulting from the Inqulr- 
e r’a attacks, which defeated 
Clark last November. 
The Inquirer and its publish­ 
er also waged a vendetta against 
Milton Shapp, a liberal, non- 
machine Democrat who ran for 
governor of Pennsylvania two 
years ago. The Inquirer's pol­ 
itical 
correspondent hounded 
Shapp at press conferences with 
such questions as, "Shapp, 
Isn't It true you were In a men­ 
tal hospital 7” Shapp, a Jewish 
liberal, was also accused by 
the Inquirer of getting the sup­ 
port of the Western Pennsylvan­ 
ia leader of the Ku Klux Klan. 
The Inquirer also referred fre­ 
quently to the fact that Shapp's 
original name was "Shapiro," 
he having changed his name in 
the 1930s when many engineer­ 
ing firms shied away from hir­ 
ing Jewish engineers. Shapp 
won the Democratic primary 
but with the continuing vitriol 
poured out by the Inquirer, lost 
the final election. 


What the public didn’t know 
was that Shapp was then head 
of Jerrold Electronics, a pow­ 
er In the CATV — cable tele­ 
vision — world, and that An­ 
nenberg’s conventional TV sta­ 
tions have been fighting CATV. 
Such Is part of the back­ 
ground of Nixon's new envoy to 
the most prestigious diplomatic 
post in the world — the Court 
of St. James.

'Deficient' 
DETROIT (A.P) - Most white 
policemen in Detroit feel the 
black common it is "primitive," 
emotional and easily aroused 
to antisocial activity" as well 
as "deficient" in law and or- 
der, says a psychologist who 
made a study with the approval 
of police officials. 
Dr. Robert Mendelsohn, 37, a 
social psychologist with Wayne 
State 
University's Lafayette 


Clinic, conducted the study in 
which 286 Detroit policemen 
including 36 Negro 
officers, 


were interviewed in their homes 
by 20 clinic staff members. 


The 4,800-man force is 92 per 
cent white, Mendelsohn noted, 
adding that the potential for ra- 
cial 
conflict 
could riot be 


exaggerated. 


His study concludes: 
—Most white policemen reject 
the Idea that Negroes are vic- 
tims of social injustice. 


—Few white officers believe 


that good will come of the 1967 
Detroit riot, and those who do 
believe so say it will be a form 
of appeasement. 
—Most white patrolmen have 


little knowledge uf the law-abid- 
ing Negro community in De- 
troit; although their superiors 
have a "higher evaluation" of 
the black community, possibly 
because they come into contact 
with all its elements, "not just 
persons involved with possible 
criminal offenses."

At U.S. Plywood Company's 
Novaply plant at Anderson, 
some 350 tons of wood waste 
come In daily for diposal or 
use, said Bob Leitner. This 
quantity is equivalent to 25 truck 
loads at this one plant, he said. 


Both he and Schultz indicated 
the Internal combustion engine 


In autos as the major cause of 
pollutants in the air. Leitner 
described his company's plant 
as possibly the most success- 
ful of Its kind In the United 
States in utilizing lumber waste 
in manufacture. 
Schultz told of the effort to im- 
prove wood burning by joint in- 
dustry effort through the Shasta 
County Forest Products Coun- 
cil. Dale Watson, Shasta Coun- 
ty sanitation engineer, said the 
State of California has set up 
areas for study of air condition 
tolerances.
